Replies to oppositions must be filed no later than
October 31, 2003, five (5) business days after the filing date for oppositions. See 47 C.F.R. § 1.2108(c).

(Auction No. 48), as well as to the specific FCC file number of the individual application.

All winning bidders will
be required to pay the balance of their total winning bids in a lump sum payment within ten (10) business
days following the release of the public notice announcing that the Commission is prepared to grant their
respective licenses. See 47 C.F.R. § 1.2109(a). Licenses will be awarded upon the full and timely
payment of the winning bids and any applicable late fees.
